the Ninth Federal Reserve bank have 
decided against a reduction of dis 
count rates at this time. 


"We owe other re&arvo banks be- 


tween $10,000,000 and $11.000,000 at 
the present time," R. A. Young, gov- 
ernor of the bank said Tuesday. "If 
we paid off this indebtedness our re- 
serve position would be only about 25 
per cent. The law 
requires us to 


keep it around 40 per cent. 


"Until ther.a is some liquidation in 


the northwest it will be impossible for 
this bank to reduce the discount rate 
below 6% per cent. §ome of the other 
banks with a better reserve position 
have reduced rates. We have been in 
debt for about 1C months and there is 
some prospect that we will have to jgo 
r'u-Sior "in'debl 'to help move the 
present' crop.

complete liquidation this fall and by 
December 31 we should be in a posi- 
tion to tabs further action."

Washington—More than a mdnth

have thus far been clouded in secrecy 
neither a proclamation of peace has 
been issued nor has the American 
public been told officially by the de- 
partment of state or the White House 
what the American commissioner in 
Berlin and the German government 
are talking about.

of the German government though it 
is known the German reichstag com- 
mittee has for weeks has had the 
same under consideration.

decessors, has 'declined repeatedly to 
say anything about the conversations

Fears Politicians 


The "Wilson administration used to 


argue that international custom and 
nternational politics made it neces- 
sary to negatiate privately but the- 
Harding administration is keeping the 
negotiations within the realm of secret 
diplomacy because of domestic poli 


—a fear of certain elements in the 


United Slates senate Which might 
attempt to criticize the proposals if 
made public. 


Indeed, the department of state 


gives every evidence of intending to 
Mlow the Wilson footsteps by negol- 
ating a treaty with Germany and then 
sending it to the senate which will be 
urged to accept it without qualifies 
tion. The chances nra the senate wil 
have to take the treaty without the 
crossing of a "t" or the dotting of ar 
"i." The Democrats aren't particular 
ly disturbed over that prospect, for 
they defended it under the Wilson ad 
ministration but. the elements in the 
senate which denounced the Wilson 
methods as unjustified are showing 
signs of restiveness over the fact tha 
open diplomacy has again gone by the 
boards. Their chief fear is that Sec 
retary Hughes is establishing a pre 
cedent for the Harding adminietra 
tion which will be used to keep the 
press out of the disarmament confer 
ence and give out formal statement? 
similar to the colorless announcement 
made daily at Paris while the rea 
agreements and negotiations were kep 
secret and are still being handed to the 
public in piecemeal fashion in book;

RUSSIA OCCUE? 


The transition^ of Russia from absolute 


autocracy to absolute democracy was only 
a change m the form and method of des- 
potism, and just as the old system of ezar- 
ist bureaucracy maintained its supremacy' 
by might and bondage the new system of 
bureaucratic communism owes its exist- 
ence to power and servility. The experi- 
enre of Russia with these two systems of 
absolute government is the rule, not the 
exception; for they both tend to central- 
ized authority and diffused tyranny, with 
complete destruction- of personal liberty 
and individual rights and privileges. 


The seer who might predict the outc<hne 


of the invisible but ever-active tenden- 
cies toward fundamental changes in Rus- 
sia must be somebody of sure intuition, 
sound judgment and clear vision, some- 
body who is so much a part of the body 
politic as to be familiar with the silent, 
aggressive forces which are constantly at 
work. From afar it is possible to see 
that communism is a failure and the social 
democracy of sovietisni is giving way be- 
fore the pressure of republicanism, but 
we lack sufficient information to speculate 
as to whether the nest great turn will re- 
sult from revolution or progressive, car- 
dinal legislation. 


It is quite probable that the steady con- 


tact of the Americans identified with the 
relief work in hungry, diseased Russia 
with the cowed people, the blatant com- 
munists and the lordly Soviets will at 
least influence public sentiment and opin- 
ion toward conservative republicanism and 
foster a brotherly accord among all the 
differing factions. 
It is quite probable, 


too, 
that the efficiency of the American 


relief system will expose the deficiencies, 
mistakes and errors of social radicalism 
and demonstrate the advantages of indi- 
vidualist, republican government. 


Steadily, so far. communism has been 


breaking down. 
The fetish of common 


ownership of property has been abandoned 
through consecutive concessions and modi- 
fications. In order to mollify the farmres. 
who insisted on owning their land and 
keeping the profits of their work for them- 
selves, their demands have been recog- 
nized. The soviet government has compro- 
mised with the red-badge communes by 
ratifying their theories, yet in the com- 
mune ranks there has been growing a 
sentiment which presages disruption when 
a fair opportunity arrives. 


With the Russian 
absolute autocracy 


was an atrocity which they saw and felt 
as its docile slaves. Their idea of inde- 
pendence, which ran to the other extreme 
of communism, was a theory. Xow that 
the theory has proved to be equally atro- 
cious, what will their conclusions be and 
how will they realize their decision? That 
a great change must and will come is 
undoubted. 


save, as much of their income as they pos- 
sibly can and invest part of their savings 
in homos which they may be proud of as 
their own. But is it not time to call a halt 
on paternalism and the drift toward na- 
tionalization? Is itNuot more appropriate 
for the government to devote its time to 
governmental affairs thau to be devising 
plans or providing means which can only 
destroy self-dependence and foster sub- 
servient reliance on the government? 


The housing shortage may be desigpat- 


ed as a national problem, but it is. in reali- 
ty, strictly a local problem, which each 
community should solve for itself and 
with its own enterprise -and money. Fur- 
ther more, the diversion of capital or sav- 
ings from productive channels into unpro- 
ductive investment, which contains many 
elements of-fluctuation and uncertainty 
would propogate several very serious eco- 
nomic problems. 
The basic principle of 


banking is that the assets should be quick- 
ly convertible or negotiable. 


During the war we grew accustomed to 


looking to the government for assistance, 
and the government grew, accustomed to 
calling on us for help or cooperation. This 
immediate interdependence was a necessi- 
ty resultant from unusual conditions. It 
was war-time paternalism, war-time so- 
cialization. As we re-accommodate our af- 
fairs to the ways of peace, let us depend 
more on our own talents and energy in 
our problems and troubles, and answer 
the propaganda of paternalism with self- 
reliance. The government should stay out 
of business.

That 
his pessimistic view was shared by the 
other members of the British cabinet was 
evidenced by the preparations that were 
going forward to send more soldiers to 
Ireland and increase the repressive meas- 
ures.

Today, three months before the disarma- 
ment conference is to meet at Washing- 
ton, many pessimists are predicting that 
the problems which it will face are "insol- 
ublp" and that the only possible answer 
to them is another war. more horrible than 
the last one.

estimate the difficulties

front the delegates when they meet in 
Washington. But to accept the pessimis- 
tic view that these difficulties great as 
they are. cannot be overcome, is even 
worse folly. 
No human problem is in- 


soluble if approached in the right spirit.

Rest for the Gaunt. 


Folks who are not merely underweight in the half- 


size fashion of the day but religiously, constantly 
and constitutionally scrawny and glum, with stom- 
achs, colons, livers, kidneys and things flopping 
around inside, and a confirmed habit of quarreling 
with their food and their relations and a. brand of 
constipation that laughs at laxatives (to use a far- 
fetched paraphrase), ought to^take a long rest. 


The first essential in a program of rest—and this 


is no program at all for the average well-to-over-fed 
individual—is a comfortable mattress and bed- 
springs. The next essential is time, the well-known 
healer, perhaps a month oT so of him. The third 
essential is a nice, more or less eminent doctor—the 
kind a patient will go to bed for and stay there for. 
The doctor is practically indispensible to the success 
of a rest-cure program, for. at the very outset, be 
must make sure whether it is splanchnoptosis or 
tuberculosis that makes the patient so skinny. Both 
of these oses are treated with bed rest, to be sure, 
but if it is splancbnoptosis certain exercises and 
postures will be eventually used with benefit, where- 
as if it were tuberculosis these measures might 
cause harm. With the clinching of the diagnosis 
the doctor's work has only just begun. He must 
determine whether such artificial aids as enemata, 
medicines or individual variations in the diet are to 
be prescribed, and supervise their use. Oh, yes, I 
almost forgot the nurse. It is the queerest thing, 
yet perfectly true, that a nurse with thorough hos- 
pital training is ithe only kind of nurse that can 
keep a patient reasonably comfortable for a whole 
month or more in bed. A practical nurse may en- 
tertain the patient for days with tales of the tragic 
ends—but never an end of the tragic tale—of similar 
cases, still she just hasn't the technical skill to keep 
the patient comfortable in bed—and when I say com- 
fortable I mean a blessed peace which no invalid in 
bed can ever know until she has had a real nurse 
care for her. 


Some such program enables the victim of splanch- 


nic anhedoma or sagging organs to accumulate more 
or less weight in the form of fatty deposits where 
they are needed to give suport to whatever may be 
flopping about inside. It adds day by day to the pa- 
tient's ability to smile, not just to crack a grimace, 
but to smile spontaneously. It helps the patient to 
shake off. or rather sleep off, some of the glooms 
and find faint traces of cheer in being alive where 
before all wa*s sad and dreary.

Watermelon Preserves 


Pare off the outside green rind of 


the melon and trim oft any of the pink 
part. 
Cut in dice and weigh. As 


the dice are cut put them into cold 
water to prevent discoloration. To a 
gallon of rinds add one teaspoon salt 
and one-half teaspoon powdered alum. 
Cover with cold water and put over a 
slow fire. Bnng to the boiling point 
and simmer until the rmds are tender 
enough to pierce with a silver fork. 
Drain. Make a sirup as follows: Two 
ounces ginger root, 3 cups water, 2 
lemons, a pound of sugar to a pound 
of fruit. 


Bruise ginger root and tie in a 


cheesecloth bag. Boil in the water un- 


til is it strongly flavored. Cut lemons 
in slices and cook in a little water 
until the 'rands are tender. Add gin- 
ger water and sugar to lemons and 
when the sugar is dissolved add the- 
melon rinds. Boil slowly for forty-five 
minutes or until the melon rinda are 
clear. Put into sterilized Jars and 
seal while boiling-hot. 


Watermelon Pickles 


One gallon rinds. 3 teaspoons salt, 


1 quart cider vinegar, 6 cups sugar, 
2 teaspoons whole cloves, 2 teaspoons 
allspice, 4 tablespoons stick cinnamon 
broken in small pieces. 
Para off the green outer part of the 


rind of watermelon and trim, off the 
red heart. Cut in two-inch lengths. 
Put in preserving kettle with salt and 
enough water to nearly cover 
the 


rinds. 
Boil until tender enough to 


pierce with a silver fork. Pour into 
a colander and let 
drain 
several 


hours or over night. Make a sirup of 
the vinegar, sugar and spices. Add 
rinds and cook until clear. Pack In 
sterilised jars, pour over sirup to fill 
Jars to overflowing and seal while 
boiling-hot. 
The spices may be tied 


loosely in a cheesecloth bag if the sir- 
up is preferred clear.
